Simple Majority: in 
Both Areas Needed 
for Establishment of 
Seven Region - Wide 


One of the most hotly debated 

Is in recent years will be 

ore the voters of St. Louis | 

and St. Louis county for decision 
tomorrow. 

In special elections in the city 
and county, voters will decide 
whether to establish the Greater 
St. Louis City-County District to 

seven area-wide serv- 
ices. Simple majorities in both 
city and county are required for 
adoption of the District plan. 

Polls will be open from 6 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. and voting machines 
will be used in both the city and 
county. 

The proposition on the voting 
machines will call for a “YES” 
or “NO” answer. To vote for the 
district plan, the voters pulls 
down the lever opposite ““YES.’’ 
To vote against it he pulls down 
the lever opposite “NO.” 


Taverns Stay Open. 

Banks and government offices 
will remain open and, because no 
candidates are involved, taverns 
will not be required to close dur- 
ing voting hours. 

At t of 85,000 to 90,000 
city akiee has been predicted by 
Harry Leitz, chief clerk of the 
St. Louis Board of Election Com- 
missioners. This would be 27 to 
29 per cent of the city registra- 
tion of 311,000. 

Joe Oxenhandler, chairman of | 
the county Board of Election 
Commissioners, has forecast 
from 55,000 to 69,000 ballots or 
from 20 to 25 per cent of the 
county registration of 276,212. 


Legislative Body. 

The district plan would set up 
a legislative body of 15 super- 
visors and a president. Each of 
11 boroughs, into which the city 
and county would be divided, 
would elect one supervisor each. 
The remaining four supervisors 
and the president would be 
chosen in an area-wide vote. 

The seven services to which 
the district would be limited 
are: 

Establishment and control 
of a metropolitan road system. 

Regulation and possibly op- 
eration of mass transit facili- 
ties. 

Sewers and drainage. 

Promotion of economic de- 
velopment. 

Land use planning. 

Central control of certain 
police administrative func- 
tions. 

Civil defense. 

Leaders of. the City-County 
Partnership Committee, one of 
the principal organizations work- 
ing for approval of the plan, pre- 
dicted that voters will ‘“‘see 
through the campaign of confu- | 
sion conducted against the plan | 
by special interest groups.”

The plane plunged in the yard 
of the rural home of Mr. and 
Mrs. John H. Shoup.

Two of the Shoups’ four chil- 
dren, Marie Lynn, 12 years old, 
and Lori, 2, were killed. Two 
other Shoup children were in 
school. 

Neighbors said Mrs. Shoup, 
about 35, rushed from the house. 
Her clothing was in flames, and 
she was screaming in pain. 

“Get my two little girls,”’ she 
screamed to neighbors. 

Wrapped in Blanket. 

Clyde W. Allen, who lives 250 
feet away, rushed into his home 
and got a blanket which he 
wrapped around Mrs. Shoup. 
Allen said she never lost con- 
sciousness and begged for a 
priest. 

The plane crashed minutes 
after taking off from Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base, about 
two miles from the scene. 

The pilot, Maj. James W. Brad- 
bury, 34, Fairborn, O., said the 
plane had a flameout—a total 
loss of power in the engines—at 
3000 feet altitude. He told offi- 
cials at the air base that he rode 
it to 1000 feet trying to get to a 
clear area. He said the plane 
then went out of control and he 
ejected himself. 

The plane carved a_ short 
trench leading into the Shoup

CHICAGO, Nov. 2 (AP)—The 
nation’s railroads presented to- 
day their controversial proposals 
for changing work rules to five 
railroad operating unions repre- 
senting 210,000 members. 

The proposalsy which may de- 
velop into the most disputed in 
recent labor history, were made 
public yesterday by the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads in 
advance of presentation to the 
unions. 

The issue about which the pro- 
sals center is what the railroads 
term ‘“featherhedding” — forced 
payment for work neither done 
nor 

The railroads claim present 
work rules for operating person- 
nel cost them more than $500,000- 
000 annually. 

Some of the working agree- 
ments which the railroads seek 
to change have been in effect 
for about 40 years. A three-year 
moratorium against changing the 
rules expired Saturday.

1. Revision of the 40-year-old 
pay standard, based on mileage, 
for engine and train crews to re- 
flect increased train speeds. 

2. Elimination of rules pro- 
hibiting crews from operating 
through present crew-change 
points, in order to end multiple 
changes on short train runs and 
permit crew operations to be ex- 
tended in keeping with higher 
train speeds. 

3. Erasure of arbitrary lines 
drawn between the work that 
may be performed by road crews 
and yard crews. 

4. Establishment of the right 
for management to determine 
when firemen should be used on 
diesel and other non-steam loco- 
matives in freight and yard serv- 
ice. 


5. Elimination of all rules 


which stipulate the number of | 


crew members required. 

6. Ending of rules which re- 
quire idle standby operating em- 
ployes when self-propelled equip- 
ment is used in track main- 
tenance, repair of inspection. 

Wage Talks Deadlocked. 


The railroads and three key 
unions are presently deadlocked 
in wage negotiations. 

The unions have asked for a 
wage increase of 12 cents an 
hour. The railroads have de- 
manded a wage cut of 15 cents 
an hour for the three unions and 
16 others which represent non- 
operating railroad workers. More 
than 800,000 workers are involved 
in the wage talks.

The Ford Motor Co.’s Mercury 
assembly plant in Hazelwood will 
operate only three days this 
week to conserve steel supplies, 
oe pa spokesman said to- 

y 


In another development related 
to the steel strike, a MacDonald 
Construction Co. official told the 
Post-Dispatch that the Missis- 
sippi riverfront memorial project 
will have to shut down in four 
to six weeks because of the 
unavailability of structural steel}. 

“At this point, we don’t know 
about next week or the week 
after,”’ the Ford spokesman said. 


The Mercury plant’s 1200 em- 
ployes were informed this morn- 
ing that they are to report to 
work tomorrow and Wednesday 
but after that not to return until 
next Monday. 

The Ford Co., announced over 
the weekend that some of its 
plants soon will operate on 
“‘modified’’ schedules until the 
steel strike ends. The announce- 
ment said the plants would go 
on three-day and four-day weeks. 

The company said it has suf- 
ficient steel to operate on a full 
schedule through mid-November, 
but it added that a modified 
schedule ‘‘will permit best possi- 
ble use of available steel, better 
scheduling of customers’ orders 
and a more orderly final shut- 
down’’ should the steel supply 
become exhausted. 

Ford manufactures about 50 
per cent of its own steel. 

At the Chevrolet and Fisher 
Body plants here, 1600 produc- 
tion workers are continuing on 
a day-to-day basis, a General 
Motors spokesman said. 

“‘We think we can go into next 
week before we may have more 
curtailments,’’_he said. 

General Motors laid off 4500 
employes on Oet. 19 for the dur- 
ation of the strike. Workers still 
on the job are producing trucks 
and sports Cars. 

A spokesman for the Chrysler

“We should have structural 
steel on the ground right now,” 
he said. “‘We can go ahead with- 
out it for four.or five weeks, 
but then we will have to have 
the steel.

Other steel-using industries in 
the St. Louis area continued to 
struggle along as best they 
could, with few of them report- 
ing layoffs. 

A spokesman for the American 
Can Co. said some 300 to 350 
workers were laid off early in 
October but no additional cur- 
tailments are anticipated.

MITCHELL prosperous country family, 

Jan helped work in th 
fields at the age of 7. 


“The principle in our family was that one had to work,” 
he explained. ‘No matter how young, one had certain duties 
and responsibilities.” 

After study in Swiss hostelry schools, Jan worked his way 
up from cook’s helper to Captain in Stockholm’s Grand Hotel. 
In 1940 he came to America and bought with his savings a 
restaurant in the nation’s capital. 


Moving on to Manhattan in 1950, he bought 
Luchow’s, a West Fourteenth street restaurant haunt- 
ed by the ghosts of such celebrated trenchermen of 


the past as Victor Herbert, Diamond Jim Brady and 
Enrico Caruso. 


“Some people expressed fear over what a Swede would 
do to a traditional German restaurant,” Jan recalled, smiling. 
“But my goal has always been to bring back the good things 
of other days, without disturbing what is good today.” 

Instead of changing the atmosphere, Mitchell revived a 
number of annual Teutonic-flavored festivals, built Luchow’s 
annual income .up from $800,000 to $3,500,000. 

Last June he took over the wallowing chain of 10 Long- 
champs French-type restaurants and is trying the same 
build-up job on them. One of his first steps: To remove a 
15-cent automatic bread-and-butter charge which for years 
had annoyed many patrons. | 

Each day—he covers trom five to 10 miles on foot— 
Mitchell walks from restaurant to restaurant, spot checking 


_ by personal taste from five to six menu items in each kitchen. 


Now a familiar man-about-town, Jan often works 
around the clock. He attends up to 60 theatrical open- 
ing nights a season. But hours later, still clad in 
white tie and tails, he often prowls the produce 
markets in predawn darkness, looking for top meat 
and vegetable buys. 


A phenomenal success in a business which has one of 
the highest mortality rates in industry, Jan says these are 
the qualities most essential to the money-making restaurateur: 

“An endless attention to detail in finding and keeping 
the best, anda personal pleasure in seeing other people 
happy and enjoying themselves. You must always keep alert 
for what is wrong. There never should be a sense of com- 
placency when you serve the public—that is your biggest 
danger.” 


Chefs average about $12,000 a year here. Mitchell 
pays his up to $30,000 a year, complains about the 
constant need of bringing over more from Europe. 


“But not many young Americans are willing to work 
in a 120-degree temperature at any salary,” he remarked. 

Jan's love of food is so ingrained that recently he politely 
asked a group of university students to leave one of his 
restaurants. Their crime: Tossing a few rolls about. 

“I cannot see food treated that way,” he said. ‘‘We have 
@ great respect for anything that grows out of the soil—and 
particularly bread.”

Contact Lenses 


IN YEARS PAST I have known of some miserable experi- 
ences with contact lenses. I have also known of cases that 
turned out extremely well. No doubt it depends in part on 
the individual and in part on the skill of fitting the lenses. 

In the last few years there has been tremendous improve- 
ment in grinding and fitting contact lenses, which makes their 
use far more tolerable and practical. Contact lenses, however, 
are not as simple to make as ordinary spectacles, and the 
cost runs about three to five times as much. 

The answer, then, must depend on the question: How 
badly do you want or need them? 


Generally, contacts are not worn while sleeping, 
but nothing serious would result from falling asleep 
while wearing them. It is better to remove them 
before going to sleep simply to lessen the irritation 
to the eyeball. 


Some people wear contact lenses for short periods. Others 
wear them for the full waking period, 16 to 18 hours a day. 
Contact lenses are being worn safely and successfully by 
athletes. A blow that would cause damage would be one that 
would cause it if contacts were NOT being worn. Athletes, 
indeed, are one of several groups of people who have found 
real need for contact lenses. Actors use them, and others 
may use them in occupations in which ordinary spectacles 
would be hazardous, or ordinary spectacles might fog up. 
Contact lenses don’t. 

“Are they as good as ordinary glasses?” is an impossible 
question to answer. Obviously, for some people they are 
better. For others they have no special advantage. In any 
event, anyone considering contact lenses should consult a 
reliable eye specialist. Persons with glaucoma or cataract 
formation, for example, are not suitable candidates for such 
lenses. And some try contacts, then go back to conventional 
glasses. ,;
